The  president  rendered  his  report  as  follows,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  held  for  reference  to  the  proper  committee: 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren :  By  the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  our  kind  heavenly- 
Father,  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  in  the  seventy-seventh  annual  Con- 
vention of  our  Synod.  We  are  here  to  draw  lessons  from  the  past,  adjust 
the  work  before  us  and  to  pray  foi  larger  usefulness  in  God's  kingdom. 
It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  of  the  many  new  pastorates  formed  at  our  last 
SynoJ,  but  one  found  it  impracticable  to  work  in  accordance  with  Syn- 
odical  law:  but  that  they  accepted  gladly  their  relations,  fell  into  line 
promptly,  and  moved  harmoniously  in  the  work.  I  beg  to  submit  for 
your  approval  the  following  summary  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past 
year. 

Resignations. 

March  31,  1901,  Rev.  H.  J.  Mathias  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
St.  Michael's  pastorate,  to  take  effect  June  1,  1901. 

October  11,  1901,  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease  wrote  me  that  he  had  resigned 
Holy  Trinity  and  Macedonia  congregations,  to  take  effect  at  this  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

Calls  Accepted. 

November  26,  1900,  Rev.  Y.  von  A.  Riser,  in  response  to  a  call  from 
said  churches  entered  upon  duty  as  pastor  of  the  Union  charge. 

June  1,  1901,  Rev.  H  J.  Mathias  took  charge  of  St.  Luke's  church,  be- 
ing called  to  serve  them  as  pastor. 

April  1,  1901,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  took  charge  of  Orangeburg  and 
Sumter  pastorate  in  obedience  to  a  unanimous  call  to  become  their  pas- 
tor. 

May  29,  1901,  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever  wrote  me  that  he  had  accepted  a 
call  from  St.  Paul's,  Columbia,  to  begin  service  in  September. 

Admissions. 

March  27,  1901,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  was  received  by  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Georgia 
and  Adjacent  States. 

October  4,  1901,  Rev.  W,  H.  Greever  was  honorably  dismissed  from 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South- We?t  Virginia,  to  unite  with 
the  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 

Installations. 

July  28,  1 901,  Rev.  H.  J.  Mathias  was  installed  pastor  of  St. 
Luke's  pastorate  by  the  president,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  A.  J~ 
Bowers. 
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August  22,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  was  installed  pastor  of  the  Orange- 
burg church,  Revs.  H.  A.  McCnllough  and  P.  D.  Risinger  officiating  as 
committee  of  installation. 

September  29,  1901,  Rev.  H.  C.  Grossman  was  installed  pastor  of  the 
Sumter  church  by  the  same  committee. 

October  13,  1901,  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever,  was  installed  pastor  of  St.  Paul's 
church,  Columbia,  by  the  president  assisted  by  Rev.  M.  M.  Kinard, 
Ph.  D. 

Supplies. 

January  16,  1901,  by  request  of  the  brethren  at  Orangeburg  and  Sumter, 
I  authorized  President  Morehead  to  supply  them  with  such  divine  ser- 
vices from  the  Seminary  as  he  may  be  able.  With  this  he  immediately 
complied. 

May  13,  1901,  Mr.  Edward  Fulenwider,  Theological  student,  informed 
me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  supply  St.  Paul's  church,  Columbia, 
during  his  summer  vacation. 

December  18,  1900,  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  stated  to  me  in  a  letter  that 
satisfactory  arrangements  had  been  effected  between  Pine  Grove  and 
Trinity  and  that  he  was  in  accordance  with  Synodical  legislation  supply- 
ing the  latter. 

March  21,  1901,  Synodical  reference  having  failed,  I  authorized  Rev. 
P.  D.  Risinger  to  supply  St.  Mark's  (Fort  Motte),  until  this  meeting  of 
Synod. 

March  6,  1901,  Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  notified  me  that  in  obedience  to  a 
call,  he  had  agreed  to  serve  as  a  supply  to  the  Mt.  Olive  church,  for  this 
Synodical  year. 

July  10,  1901,  Rev.  H.  P.  Counts  informed  me  that  he  had  received  a 
call  and  would  supply,  as  pastor,  St.  Philip's  and  Bachman  Chapel. 

During  the  year  just  closed  your  president  has  supplied  with  services 
in  part,  churches  in  Saluda,  Newberry  and  Lexington  counties. 

Church  Dedication. 

St.  Matthews,  Orangeburg  county,  has  been  rebuilt  and  was  dedicated 
on  the  5th  Sunday  in  March,  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  H.  A.  McCullough,  the 
.sermon  preached  by  Rev.  J.  H  Wilson.  Addresses  Saturday  previous  at 
<corner-stone  laying  by  Revs.  J.  H.  Wilson  and  J.  A.  B.  Scherer.  Also 
many  of  our  churches  have  been  painted  and  additions  made  thereto  in 
various  ways  which  have  made  them  more  beautiful,  convenient  and 
<:hurchly. 

Conferences. 

We  have  nattering  reports  from  the  Orangeburg  and  Central  Confer- 
ences. In  the  main  they  are  doin?  a  good  work  in  their  part  of  the 
church.  Yet  there  are  complaints,  they  have  withered  branches  —a  few 
members  who  manifest  little,  or  no  interest.  The  Newberry  Conference 
makes  no  report. 
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Deaths. 

Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Bolles,  wife  of  the  late  Rev.  E  A.  Bolles,  fell  peace- 
fully asleep  on  June  12,  1901.  Her  body  was  placed  by  the  side  of  her 
husband  in  Ebenezer  church  yard.    Aged  84  years. 

Our  ever  faithful  and  beloved  brother,  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard,  D.  D., 
finished  his  earthly  career  and  passed  to  his  eternal  reward  Nov.  26,  1900. 

A  Committee  will  be  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  to  his 
memory. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  Bachman  Chapel  charge  having  been  unable  to  work  according 
to  the  directions  of  Synod,  I,  after  investigating  the  case,  granted  them 
permission  to  dissolve  their  pastoral  relations,  for  the  time  being. 

It  will  become  vour  duty  to  elect  delegates  to  the  United  Synod. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  thanking  you  most  sincerely  for  your  sym- 
pathy and  assistance  during  the  past  year,  I  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
may  guide  us  in  all  our  work.  Amen.

The  following  report  of  the  Synodical  committee  on  the 
Seminary  Fund  was  rendered  and  considered  by  items: 


REPORT  OF  THE  SYNODICAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SEMINARY 


i  Your  committee  received  instructions  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Synod  to  be  in  readiness  to  assist,  so  far  as  possible,  in  the  prosecution  of 
this  important  movement.  We  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  obey  these 
instructions  whenever  our  services  have  been  requested. 

2.  We  observe  that  $18,594.00  have  been  contributed  in  cash  and  sub- 
scriptions, by  the  entire  United  Synod,  towards  the  $30,000.00  to  be  raised 
before  the  next  session  of  that  body.  We  regret  that  the  entire  amount 
at  this  late  day  is  so  small,  but  we  feel  an  honest  pride  in  the  fact  that 
of  this  sum  the  South  Carolina  S}'nod  has  given  $9,482  00,  or  almost 
fifty  per  cent.  And  yet,  this  honor  does  not  belong  to  the  Synod  so 
much  as  to  a  single  congregation,  for  St.  John's  Church  has  given  more 
than  one  half  of  our  contribution,  that  is  to  say  $4,657.00.  Moreover, 
only  thirteen  out  of  thirty-eight  active  pastors  have  reported,  and  the 
enrolment  of  names  is,  in  some  cases,  small. 

3.  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  we  earnestly  urge  the  immediate  and 
zealous  prosecution  of  this  canvas  by  all  of  our  pastois  who  have  not  yet 
acted.  The  plans  of  the  Central  Committee  have  assumed  that  the  entire 
canvas  will  be  completed  by  December  31,  1901. 

4.  We  ask  whether  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Svnod  to  adopt  any 
specific  measures  towards  inciting  congregations  to  immediate  active 
efforts. 

In  this  connection  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  unexpected, 
but  necessary,  election  of  a  second  professor,  lends  added  emphasis  to 
this  suggestion. 

5.  We  report  with  great  satisfaction  the  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Seminary  with  an  enrolment  of  sixteen  students,  representing  almost 
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the  entire  territory  of  the  United  Synod.  We  recommend  that  Prof.  M. 
G.  G.  Scherer  be  requested  to  address  Synod  upon  the  Seminary  ques- 
tion. 

6.  We  recommend  that  Synod,  by  committee,  express  its  sympathy 
with  our  beloved  brother,  President  J.  A.  Morehead,  in  the  affliction 
brought  upon  him  by  his  zealous  devotion  to  the  church.

The  following  was  received  and  considered  by  items: 
COMMITTEE'S  REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  Work. — The  individual  reports  presented 
at  this  m  eting  of  Synod  show  a  steady  increase  in  congregational  activ- 
ity. We  believe  that  our  church  in  South  Carolina  is  more  alert  towards 
its  opportunities  and  obligations  than  it  ever  was  before.  Yet  its  move- 
ments are  along  the  line  of  a  safe  and  sound  conservatism.  The  work  is 
done  quietly,  steadily  and  thoroughly 

2.  ATTENDANCE  ON  Services. — A  large  majority  of  pastors  speak 
most  encouragingly  concerning  this  index,  of  the  state  of  religion.  Man}' 
say  that  the  attendance  is  increasing.  A  few  report  decrease.  And 
where  an  evening  service  is  held,  we  hear  almost  uniform  complaint  of 
inadequate  attendance.  If  our  average  attendance  be  compared  with 
that  of  other  denominations,  in  this  time  of  general  unrest,  we  see  that 
the  contrast  is  very  favorable  to  ourselves.  And  this,  we  believe,  is  be- 
cause our  preachers  as  a  rule  give  diligent  attention  to  the  preaching  of 
the  simple  Gospel.    The  pulpit  should  never  become  a  platform. 

3.  Benevolence. — There  has  been  do  marked  advance  in  this  respect 
during  the  year.  There  has,  however,  been  an  advance.  The  work  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  is  entitled  to  particular  mention.  The 
South  Carolina  society  now  gives  more  to  the  work  of  missions  than  was 
given  by  the  entire  Synod  twenty  years  ago.  But  in  some  charges  there 
is  a  tendency  to  let  the  women  "do  it  all."  This  is  utterly  wrong,  and 
defeats  the  object  of  the  women's  work,  which  was  intended  to  supple- 
ment that  of  the  congregations.  Some  of  our  individual  reports  show  a 
wide  disparity  between  general  benevolence  and  the  purely  local  expen- 
ditures. We  especially  commend  the  benevolent  spirit  of  St.  Paul's  con- 
gregation, in  Columbia. 

4.  Sunday  Schools. — In  the  Sunday  School  we  see  <' 'the  church  at 
work  teaching  the  Word  of  God."  And  the  Sunday  Schools  are  efficient 
precisely  as  this  idea  is  kept  before  them.  We  regret  that  the  proposed 
normal  school  at  Newberry  did  not  receive  sufficient  support.  Our  peo- 
ple are  not  yet  awake  to  the  supreme  importance  of  efficient  Bible  teach- 
ing in  a  land  where  parochial  schools  are  practically  unknown.    We  are 
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glad  to  observe  that  several  country  schools  hold  their  sessions  steadily 
throughout  the  winter.    All  should  do  so. 

5.  CatechizaTion. — The  necessity  of -this  work  is  growing  upon  the 
consciousness  and  conscience  of  the  church.  The  neglect  of  catechiza- 
tion  is  reprehensible. 

6.  Finance. — The  finances  of  the  church  seem  to  be  in  a  wholesome 
condition. 

7.  Church  Property. — There  is  a  growth  here,  both  in  quantity  and 
in  quality.  That  is  to  say,  our  people  are  not  only  building,  but  they 
are  building  in  better  style,  and  in  a  more  churchly  taste. 

8.  Education. — Our  church  continues  loyal  in  its  support  of  Newberry 
College,  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  other  institutions  of  learning. 
We  wonder  whether  any  pastorates  have  overlooked  the  apportionment 
for  the  Newberry  College  endowment. 

9.  Church^LiTERATurE. — Apart  from  the  general  and  cordial  support 
given  to  the  ''Lutheran  Visitor*''  and  to  Sunday  School  publications, 
we  fear  that  our  people  see  very  little  church  literature,  especially  of  a 
permanent  sort.  We  commend  the  practical  consideration  of  this  ques- 
tion to  the  different  conferences,  vv  e  note  that  the  South- West  Virginia 
Synod  uses  systematic  endeavors  to  distribute  Lutheran  books  amongst 
the  laity. 

10.  Report  oe  Lay  Delegate.— We  are  gratified  to  observe  the  in- 
creased participation  of  laymen  in  the  business  of  Synod,  which  has 
been  encouraged  by  a  call  for  the  lay  delegate's  report. 

11.  General. — A  number  of  the  individual  reports  do  not  follow  the 
prescribed  order  of  the  rubric.  We  hope  that  the  parochial  reports  will 
show  an  improvement  in  the  payment  of  the  Synodical  apportioaments.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCES. 

We.  your  Committee  on  Conferences  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

1.  The  Central  Conference  in  conjunction  with  the  South  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  held  two  regular  meetings  during 
the  year  which  were  well  attended  and  much  interest  was  expressed  in 
them  by  those  present.  Doctrinal  and  practical  subjects  were  discussed, 
from  which  it  is  believed  great  good  has  been  derived. 

A  Sunday  School  convention  was  also  held  which  was  largely  attended 
and  full  of  encouragement  and  inspiration, 

A  regret  is  expressed  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Conference  that  a 
few  of  the  members  apparently  take  no  interest  in  either  the  meetings 
of  the  Conferences  or  Sunday  School  Convention,  failing  to  attend  or  to 
ask  to  be  excused. 
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2.  The  Orangeburg  Conference  held  two  regular  meetings  and  one 
Sunday  School  Convention. 

The  Sunday  School  Convention  was  well  attended  and  one  of  the  best 
witnessed  for  years.  The  questions  were  well  selected  and  the  speakers 
manifested  great  earnestness  and  careful  preparation.  Complaint  is 
made  by  the  President  of  the  Conference  that  the  interest  in  the  meet- 
ings of  Conference  does  not  compare  favorably  with  that  manifested  in 
the  Sunday  School  Convention,  and  some  of  its  members  seldom  send  an 
excuse  for  absence.  The  scholarship  of  Newberrry  College  is  still  main- 
tained. The  Conference  reaffirmed  its  conviction  in  a  Sunday  School 
Normal,  and  hopes  such  will  be  held  next  summer. 

3.  We  regret  to  state  that  no  report  from  the  Newberry  Conference  has 
come  into  our  hand  on  account  of  the  removal  of  the  President  of  the 
Conference  from  Newberry,  S.  C.  The  committee,  however,  finds 
much  gratification  in  the  evidences  of  progress  and  encouragements 
evidenced  in  the  work  of  our  conferences. 

4.  A  petition  comes  to  us  from  the  Ebenezer  and  St.  Paul's  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  churches  of  Columbia,  S.  C  ,  in  which  the  Synod  is 
requested  to  transfer  them  from  the  Orangeburg  Conference  to  the 
Central  Conference  for  prudential  reasons,  the  Central  Conference, 
being  more  accessible  and  more  convenient  to  them  than  the  Orangeburg 
Conference. 

We  recommend  that  Synod  grant  this  petition — that  the  transfer  be 
made.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  AND  ADVISORY 
BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

At  the  several  meetings  held  during  this  Synodical  year  the 
following  items  of  business  are  noted: 

I.  The  Executive  Committee  held  its  first  regular  meeting,  after  the 
adjournment  of  Synod,  November  8,  1900,  and  was  formally  organized 
by  the  election  of  Rev  M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Wm.  P. 
Houseal,  Secretary,  with  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  Treasurer,  Ex-officio. 

Appropriations: 

Augusta  Mission,  $250. 

Grauiteville  Mission,  $200. 

Newberry  charge,  $200. 

Orangeburg  charge  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  year,  payment  to  begin 
April  1,  1901. 
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Balance  on  supply  work  at  Florence,  S.  C,  $5,  was  ordered  to  be  paid. 

II.  ^.After  carefully  considering  the  question  of  the  employment  of  a 
Sy nodical  Missionary,  as  authorized  by  you  at  your  last  annual  conven- 
tion, the  following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D.,  be  employed  at  a  salary  of 
$20  per  week  to  investigate  conditions  at  Greenwood,  Greenville,  Spar- 
tanburg and  Saluda,  with  the  view  of  organizing  congregations  at  these 
points,  and  that  he  report  to  this  committee  as  early  as  practicable. 

Under  this  action  all  of  the  points  designated,  except  one,  have  been 
visited,  and  it  is  proper  to  state  that  there  is  a  special  work  in  each  of 
these  towns  for  our  church.  Certain  it  is  that  we  must  occupy  the  field 
at  an  early  date  or  forever  lose  our  opportunity. 

The  special  report  of  Dr.  Hallman  to  the  committee  is  appended  as 
information.  With  these  documents  before  you,  the  committee  awaits 
your  further  action  in  the  premises. 

III.  In  April  your  committee  was  duly  notified  that  Rev.  H.  C.  Gross- 
man had  been  legularly  elected  pastor  of  the  Orangeburg  charge,  in 
which  call  we  concurred,  and  appropriation  has  been  made  accordingly. 
The  work  there  has  been  favorably  reported  to  your  committee;  so,  also, 
at  Augusta,  Graniteville,  and  the  Newberry  charge. 

IV.  As  to  Florence  your  committee  cannot  report  as  favorably  as  we 
have  desired  The  action  of  Synod,  in  leaving  that  point  out  of  pastoral 
connection,  and  "referring  them  to  the  Theological  Seminary  for  ser- 
vices," caused  disappointment  and  greatly  discouraged  the  mission.  An 
effort  was  made  by  President  Morehead  to  have  them  regularly  supplied 
by  students  from  our  Seminary,  but  such  service  was  finally  declined, 
with  a  later  explanation,  "that  a  place  for  worship  could  not  be  secured." 
Hence  nothing  is  being  done  at  Florence. 

Reeommondations. 

1.  Your  committee  respectfully  recommends  that  Synod  approve  our 
acts. 

2.  That  you  definitely  instruct  your  committee  as  to  the  employment 
of  a  Synodical  Missionary. 

3.  In  case  you  authorize  your  committee  to  employ  such  missionary, 
we  ask,  in  addition  to  the  usual  appropriation,  such  sum  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  increased  obligations  incurred. 

As  the  several  mission  stations  will  render  statistical  reports  through 
their  pastors  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  report  the  numerical  strength  of 
our  missions.

of  blessed  memory 

3.  We  commend  1  he  faithfulness  of  our  President  and  hereby  express 
to  him  our  sense  of  gratitude  because  of  his  manifest  and  continued 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Synod.

KEFOET  OF  THE  BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

1.  We  submit  the  reports  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  and  the 
Treasurer's  managing  the  current  funds  of  the  Institution,  which  are  to 
become  a  part  of  our  annual  repo<t  and  appear  in  our  Minutes. 

2.  We  rejoice  in  the  recovery  of  President  Cromer  from  his  late  se- 
rious illness,  and  also  in  the  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
Rev.  Prof.  A.  J  Bowers,  who  has  been  extremely  ill. 

3.  Opening  of  College.—  The  attendance  of  students  at  tbe  opening 
of  college  was  highly  gratifying,  the  enrollment,  including  14  post  gradu- 
ates, being  150,  and  the  enrollment  in  the  collegiate  department  being 
120,  the  largest  opening  attendance  we  have  ever  had  in  this  department. 
Professors  Cromer  and  Bowers  were  not  able  to  attend  to  their  duties  but 
all  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  Prof.  Sligh  being  in  charge  of  the  man- 
agement. 

4.  Financial. — The  College  does  not  ask  Synod  for  anything  on  ac- 
count of  current  expenses;  but  it  does  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $107.70 
for  insurance  on  buildings. 
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It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  Seminary  Fund  yields  so  small  a 
return.  The  College  receives  only  $38  a  quarter  from  this  fund,  so  that 
the  total  income  from  the  $23,000  is  only  $752. 

5.  New  Building  — We  ask  that  the  committee  on  plans  for  new  build- 
ing be  continued.  The  committee,  acting  with  the  faculty  of  the  college, 
had  architect  Milburn,  of  Columbia,  to  make  plans  for  the  building,  but 
no  scheme  has  been  devised  for  raising  the  money.  The  plans  of  build- 
ing cost  nothing,  and  have  not  been  adopted.  The  committee  has  been 
■anxious  not  to  do  anything  that  could  possibly  be  regarded  as  conflicting 
with  the  Seminary  movement. 

6.  Co-Operation.— President  Cromer  writes: — "Please  ask  all  of  our 
pastors  to  co-operate  actively  with  the  faculty  in  furthering  the  interests 
of  the  College.  My  experience  is  that  a  pastor  has  more  influence  with 
the  young  men  of  his  charge  than  a  canvassing  agent  has,  and  this  work  is 
worthy  of  the  interest  and  best  efforts  of  all  of  us."

Report  of  President  of  Faculty. 

(BOARD  MEETING  JUNE  17,  3:30.) 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  for  the  college  session  ending  June  19,  1901. 

1.  We  have  cause  for  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  the  continued 
prosperity  with  which  he  has  blessed  the  college  during  the  session. 
There  has  not  been  a  case  of  serious  illness  among  the  students;  and, 
while  there  has  been  some  illness  among  the  members  of  the  faculty,  the 
-work  of  the  college  has  not  suffered  serious  interruption.  The  conduct 
and  diligence  of  the  students,  with  probably  fewer  exceptions  than  usual, 
have  been  commendable.  And  in  view  of  the  limited  territory  and  the 
smallness  ot  the  constituency  from  which  we  may  reasonably  expect  to 
draw  students,  the  attendance  has  been  highly  gratifying.

Mower  left  college  in  his  Junior  year  and  entered  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, where  he  did  work  fully  equivalent  to  that  done  by  our  class  in  his 
absence.  Having  been  forced  to  return  home  by  the  state  of  his  health, 
he  applied  for  admission  to  college  during  the  second  term  of  this  session, 
as  a  member  of  the  present  graduating  class,  and  he  has  completed  the 
work  required  of  him  by  the  faculty. 

Th  -  first  honor  of  the  class  was  awarded  to  Herbert  Calhoun  Lorick  and 
William  Carl  Schaeffer,  Jr  ,  without  distinction  between  them;  and  in 
the  same  way  the  second  honor  was  awarded  to  Henry  Thompson  Can- 
non aud  Annie  Suber. 

3  1'rof.  E.  B.  Setzler,  having  been  granted  leave  of  absence  by  the 
Standing  Committee,  under  authority  from  you,  left  home  on  the  6th  of 
November  in  order  to  continue  his  post-graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Virginia.  The  work  of  his  department  has  been  carried  on  by  hi& 
brother,  Mr.  B  M.  Setzler,  and  myself,  the  former  teaching  all  subjects 
except  Senior  English  Literature. 

4.  The  treasurer's  report,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements,  will  accompany  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  borrow  a  small  sum  in  order  to  close  up  the  accounts 
of  the  college  at  the  end  of  the  session,  audit  13  recommended  that  you 
authorize  the  treasurer  to  do  this.  In  addition  to  customary  expenditures, 
during  the  session  I  paid  $40  for  a  range  for  the  boarding  hall,  and  $6& 
for  recitation  seats.  Taking  into  account  a  small  loan  brought  over  from 
last  session  to  be  paid  out  of  current  receipts,  the  income  of  the  session 
has  fully  met  its  expenses.  And  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  ask  Synod  for 
anything  on  account  of  current  expenses. 

5.  I  am  grateful  to  be  able  to  report  two  liberal  donations.  Last  fall, 
November  7,  Mr.  J.  C.  H.  Claussen,  of  Charleston,  gave  the  college  $1,000, 
to  be  used  for  building  purposes  It  was  paid  to  Mr  Cappelmann  of 
this  Board  and  by  him  deposited  in  bank  at  interest,  where  it  awaits  the 
orders  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Edward  R.  Hipp,  of  Newberry,  generously  offered  to  establish  a 
scholarship  in  the  college,  to  be  known  as  the  Edward  R.  Hipp  Scholar- 
ship, and  his  offer  has  been  accepted  subject  to  your  approval.  He  has 
provided  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  $1,000  at  his  death;  he  paid 
the  interest,  $70,  this  year  and  he  will  continue  to  pay  it  annually. 

6.  In  order  that  the  members  of  the  faculty  may  be  encouraged  to 
prosecute  studies  in  their  several  departments  at  the  summer  schools  of 
universities,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  when  any  member  of  your  faculty 
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spends  as  much  as  one  month  in  university  work  duriDg  his  summer 
vacation,  you  instruct  the  treasurer  to  add  $50  to  his  salary  for  the 
ensuing  year.  This  small  sum  will  not  cover  expenses,  but  it  will  help 
to  do  so,  and  it  will  evidence  your  interest  in  the  development  of  even 
greater  professional  skill  among  your  teachers. 

7.  The  faculty  asks  that  you  give  that  body  the  power  to  permit  a 
student  in  the  Senior  or  the  Junior  class  to  substitute  for  a  prescribed 
study  in  one  department  equivalent  work  in  another  department.  This 
is  intended  zfr  give  such  elasticity  to  the  courses  of  study  as  will  in 
exceptional  cases  enable  students  to  give  more  attention  to  subjects 
leading  to  special  ends. 

8.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  devise  means  for  the  erection  of  another  building  on  the 
campus.  The  faculty,  in  co-operation  with  the  committee,  had  a  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Frank  P.  Milburn,  an  architect,  who  has  kindly  fur- 
nished in  outline  plans  of  a  new  building,  though  nothing  definite  has 
been  agreed  upon.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  faculty  that  the  new  building 
should  be  devoted  mainly  to  recitation  rooms  and  chapel.  Our  chapel 
is  too  small  and  our  dormitory  space  in  the  main  building  is  inadequate. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  committee  will  during  the  summer  be  able  to  formu- 
late some  plan  by  which  we  shall  be  able  to  raise  the  money  with  which 
to  erect  the  new  building.  The  committee  is  anxious  to  avoid  any  course 
that  could  possibly  be  regarded  as  conflicting  with  the  Century  plan  now 
in  operation  for  the  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

9.  We  have  heretofore  been  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  rooms  for  the 
female  students  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Lake,  to  be  used  by  them  as 
study  rooms  between  recitations.  In  view  of  the  possibility  that  this 
privilege  may  be  withdrawn,  I  recommend  that  you  authorize  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  have  an  addition  built  to  one  of  the  professors'  houses 
for  the  use  of  the  youog  ladies  of  the  college,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  it  should  become  advisable.

MINUTES  OF 


BOKN  JULY  29,  1849.  DIED  NOVBMBHK  «6,  1900. 


REV.  EMANUEL  A.  WINGARD,  D.  D. 


The  subject  of  thi  s  memoir  was  born  in  Lexington  County,  S  C,  July 
29,  1849,  and  died  in  the  City  of  Columbia,  S  C,  November  26th,  1900. 
in  his  52nd  year.  In  ehildhocd  be  was  dedicated  to  God  in  holy  baptism 
and  early  in  life  was  seen  to  be  full  of  promise.  At  18  he  entered  Newberry 
College  and  g'aduated  at  23  with  highest  honors  of  the  class.  Three 
years  later  he  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General 
Synod  South  then  located  at  Salem,  Va.  The  same  year  he  was  ordained 
to  the  gospel  min  istry  at  the  age  of  26.  For  25  years  he  was  actively 
engaged  in  the  gospel  ministry.  That  gospel  which  he  preached  to 
others,  enriched   his  <  wn  life,  rejoiced  his  heart  and  saved  his  soul 

During  his  min  isterial  career  of  one  quarter  of  a  century,  Dr  Wingard 
served  St.  Mark's  Lutheran  Church,  Charlotte,  N  C;  Early  Branch 
Mission,  S  C  ;  the  Mt  Pleaeant  pastorate,  Barnwell  County,  S.  C,  and 
Bt.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church,  Columbia.  One-half  of  his  ministerial  life 
was  spent  in  St  Paul's,  his  last  church.  Dr.  Wingard  was  a  fine  student, 
a  brilliant  preacher,  a  beloved  pastor,  a  safe  theologian  and  a  Christian 
poet  of  acknowledged  ability.    He  was  a  wise  and  conservative  counsellor. 

In  our  synodical  meetings,  hereafter,  we  will  miss  his  wholesome 
advice  and  helpfu  presence.  But  our  loss  is  his  gain.  He  has  passed 
from  the  shadow  into  the  valley,  across  the  river,  into  the  celestial  fields  of 
eternal  brightness  and  peace.  His  own  words,  as  contained  in  his  final 
hymn  in  "For  State  and  Church,"  which  book  came  from  the  press  the 
day  of  his  funeral,  form  the  most  fitting  conclusion  to  this  memoir: 

"Yes,  the  valley  of  the  Shadow 

Has  its  earth  side,  dark  and  drear; 
With  its  terrors  all  too  fearful, 

For  the  human  heart  to  bear; 
But  its  skies  are  scarcely  darken'd 

To  the  light  of  earthly  love, 
When  through  rifted  clouds  comes  streaming, 

All  the  glory  from  above. 

"And  when  earthly  friends  are  weeping, 

When  the  body  lifeless  lies; 
Then  the  angels  greet  us  welcome 

To  the  home  beyond  the  skies; 
And  to  meet  with  Christ  the  Saviour, 

In  that  holy,  happy  place; 
Oh!  what  tongue  can  tell  the  gladness, 

When  we  first  behold  His  face. 

"We  will  be  with  Christ  forever, 
With  the  everlasting  One, 
And  will  reign  iu  Glory  with  Him 
On  His  rainbow  circled  throne. 
And  to  be  with  Christ  is  better 

Than  a  Paradise  on  earth, 
Though  each  day  that  flitteth  o'er  us 
Still  could  give  it  added  worth."

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PRESIDENTS  REPORT. 

Dear  Sisters:— We  meet  at  the  call  of  God.  On  His  promises  we  reply. 
In  His  strength  we  go  forward. 

A  missionary  worker  recently  said:  '  God  grants  to  all  who  wait  upon 
Him  such  a  vision  of  Himself  as  make*  them  certain  of  the  work  to 
which  He  has  called  them  "  The  greatest  spirits  have  ever  had  this  in- 
spiration. Musicians  have  written,  feeling  that  they  thus  carried  God's 
message  to  human  souls;  artists  have  chiseled  and  painted,  inspired  by 
the  same  thought;  explorers  and  scientists,  as  well  as  philanthropists 
and  missionaries  have  felt  the  inspiration  of  God's  call  to  a  particular 
work.  Sixteen  years  ago  this  symbolical  society  was  organized  to  la- 
bor for  the  advancement  of  God's  kingdom.

WEEK  OF  PRAYER. 

Some  encouraging  reports  were  heard  last  year  from  the  meetings  of 
the  week  of  prayer.  All  the  blessings  which  flow  from  those  quiet, 
earnest  gatherings  of  our  societies  can  never  be  told.  "Praver  moves  the 
arm  which  moves  the  world  "  Much  of  the  benefit  depends  on  the  indi- 
vidual societies;  and  in  these  individual  societies  much  depends  on  some 
one  or  two  leading  spirits  full  of  the  love  of  missions  and  strong  in 
prayer.

We  suggest  that  a  week  in  Lent  be  selected  as  our  week  of  prayer  for 
the  coming  year — as  that  is  a  season  of  the  year  when  our  hearts  are 
turned  toward  the  living  sacrifice  of  Christ  for  a  sinful  world — a  time 
when  we  especially  look  up  to  Him  to  fill  all  our  hearts  with  his  spirit 
of  love. 

LITERATURE. 

Our  literature  committee  is  hampered  by  having  irregularity  in  the 
funds  at  its  disposal,  it  being  dependent  on  our  collections  at  synodical 
convention,  and  the  expenses  of  the  executive  committee.  We  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  a  ceitain  definite  liberal  amount  annually  for 
this  life-giving  department.  Our  committee  should  be  on  the  ground, 
at  each  annual  meeting,  ready  to  give  and  receive  information.  As  this 
is  very  difficult  for  any  one  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, we  believe  it  necessary   to  turn  the  matter  over  to  that  body. 

In  the  reports  from  the  auxiliary  societies  the  address  of  each  corres- 
ponding secretary  should  be  given  in  full  with  street  and  number,  if 
possible. 

Some  of  our  literature  has  been  lost  in  the  past  year  through  insufficient 
address. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  DEPARTMENT. 
Our  executive  committee,  in  conference  at  Columbia,  resolved  to  seek 
an  early  concerted  action  of  tne  synodical  society  of  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina  on  the  subject  of  what  shall  be  done  with 
the  woman's  missionary  department  in  'The  Visitor.'  We,  therefore, 
ask  the  synodical  societies  to  send  delegates  to  our  convention  in  Augusta 
for  conference  on  this  subject.  Distance  hindered  the  sending  of  del- 
egates but  the  Southwest  Virginia  Synodical  society  makes  a  sugges- 
tion to  the  oiher  societies,  as  follows:  Let  the  Presidents  of  the 
three  synodical  societies  stand  responsible  for  the  editing  of  the  depart- 
ment for  successive  months.  Thus  the  president  of  the  Virginia  Synod- 
ical society  may  be  responsible  for  January,  April,  July  and  October, 
while  North  Carolina  supplies  February,  May,  August  and  November, 
and  South  Carolina  supplies  March,  June,  September  and  December. 
You  as  a  body,  are  asked  to  consider  this  arrangement  and  take  some 
action  thereon. 

LETTERS. 

Letters  from  our  foreign  field  speak  encouragingly  of  the  work,  al- 
though they  indicate  a  lack  of  healih  among  some   of  the  workers. 

A  letter  from  Rev  S.  S.  Rahn  presents  the  claims  of  a  new  church 
building  in  the  rapidly  rebuilding  city  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.  We  com- 
mend this  worthy  cause  to  your  consideration. 

SOCIETIES  FOR  THE  CHILDREN. 

Let  us  not  forget  the  children  as  we  go  forward  in  our  work  of 
love.  Their  hearts  open  at  the  touch  of  love.  They  work  with  sunlit 
faces,  eager  hands,  and  willing  feet.  Are  we  forgetting  the  lesson  of 
our  Master  when  he  said:  "Except  ye  become  as  a  little  child?"  We 
need  the  children  to  lead  us  and  fill  us  with  enthusiasm,  perhaps,  more 
than  they  need  us.   Let  us  have  more  of  this  mutual  blessing  in  our 
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churches .  We  hope  the  children's  work  will  increase  largely  in  the 
coming  year.     Delegates,  our  forward  movements  are  intrusted  to  you. 

FINANCES. 

Last  year  our  Sy nodical  society  raised  $954.11.  At  that  time  hope 
stirred  within  us  that  we  might  increase  the  annual  offering  to  $1,000 
this  year.  At  the  time  of  our  executive  committe  meeting  in  June  we 
were  slightly  in  advance  of  the  preceding  year  at  the  same  time.  We 
cannot  yet  report  the  sum  for  this  year,  as  there  are  offerings  still  to  be 
entered  on  the  records.  Should  we  fail  to  reach  our  goal  we  will  not 
suffer  ourselves  to  be  discouraged,  but  will  strive  to  forget  the  things 
which  are  behind  and  reach  forth  to  the  things  which  are  before— ever 
pressing  forward — but  if  we  reach  our  goal  we  will  rejoice  in  the  triumph 
of  our  work. 

As  we  look  into  the  future  and  think  what  a  work  we  women  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod  might  do  were  we  all  full  of  the  world-wide  love 
of  our  Master,  we  pause  to  imagine  in  each  church  of  our  synod  a  com- 
pany of  earnest  women,  with  glowing  faces,  enthusiastically  reading 
the  news  from  our  missionaries  and  together  studying  God's  word,  see- 
ing His  direction  in  our  noble  work.  We  think  of  prayers  poured  out 
from  loving  hearts  and  receiving  divine  blessings  in  far  lands  for  Him 
who  says:  "Ask  of  Me  and  I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  an  in" 
heritance  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession,"  and 
we  see  wonderful  gifts  flowing  freely  into  our  treasury  and  out  again  to 
a  needy  world. 

Sisters,  let  us  look  for  great  blessings  on  our  work  from  Him  who  hath 
said:  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  always!"

3  The  matter  concerning  the  Woman's  Missionary  department  of  the 
Lutheran  Visitor  has  been  referred  to  committee  on  letters  and  papers 
and  therefore,  requires  no  attention  at  this  time. 

4.  The  letter  from  Rev.  S  S.  Rahn,  D.  D.  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  has  been 
placed  also  with  this  same  committee  and  will  receive  due  attention  in 
their  report. 

5.  As  our  attention  is  called  to  our  financial  work  for  the  coming 
synodical  year,  we  recommend  that  we  with  pleasure  renew  our  pledge 
of  last  year;  viz,  $700,  to  the  Mission  Board  of  the  United  Synod  South, 
and  that  we  aim  for  the  $1000  the  next  year,  urging  all  the  auxilliary 
societies  of  our  Synod  to  work  with  redoubled  energy  and  devotion  in 
order  that  we  may  reach  this  goal.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. 

NAME. 

This  association  shall  be  called  'The  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Syuod  of  South  Carolina. 

Article  II. 

OBJ  KCT. 

It  shall  be  the  aim  of  this  Society  to  promote  the  organization  of 
Auxiliary  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  in  all  the  churches  of 
the  Synod,  to  disseminate  missionary  intelligence;  to  cultivate  a  mis- 
sionary spirit,  and  to  engage  and  unite  the  efforts  of  Christian  women, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of 
the  United  Synod  South,  in  supporting  missions  and  missionari-  s  in  the 
home  and  foreign  fields. 

Article  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

All  women  who  are  members  of  Auxiliary  Societies,  and  pay  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  annually,  shall  be  members  of  this  Soci'  ty.  The  pay- 
ment of  ten  dollars  ($10)  shall  constitute  life  membership.  Any  gentle- 
man may  become  an  honorary  member  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  (|i) 
annually,  or  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  ($10). 

Article  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i  The  officers  of  the  Synodical  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice  President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  1  reasurer.  These  shall  constitute  the  Synodical  Executive  Com- 
mittee The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  tne  annual  convention  of  the 
Societv. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  officers: 

a.  The  President  or  Vice  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  call  all  meetings  of  the  Synodical  Executive  Committee  or 
Synodical  Society,  and  supervise  the  general  interests  of  the  Society 

b  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify  all  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  ■  f  its  meetings,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings 
She  shall  give  due  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Synodical  Society, 
keep  a  full  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  prepare  a  report  of  said  Con- 
vention for  publication 

c.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Society, 
and  present  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Synodical  Society  a  report  of 
the  work  during  the  year 
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cL  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  forwarded  by  the  Auxiliary 
Societies,  and  credit  the  same  to  the  Societies  from  which  they  are  sent. 
She  shall  remit  quarterly  all  funds  for  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  to  its  Treasurer;  she  shall  also  have  charge  and  keep  account 
of  the  funds  raised  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  this  Society.  It  shall 
be  her  duty  to  pr  pare  a  report  for  th^  annual  meeting  the  Society. 

Article  V. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  designated  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  transact  all  the  business  of  the 
Society.  Only  officers  and  delegates  from  the  Auxiliary  Societies  shall 
be  allowed  to  vote— five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quornm.  The 
expenses  of  the  meeting  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  annual  payment  of  five 
(5)  cents  tor  each  active  member  of  the  \uxiliary  Societies.  Phis  amount 
is  to  be  sent  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sy nodical  Society. 

Article  VI. 

AUXILIARY  SOCIETIES. 
Any  body  of  ladies  may  form  a  Woman's  Home  and   Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  auxiliary  to  this  Society,  by  electing  suitable  officers 
and  adopting  a  constitution  for  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  this  Society. 
These  officers  shall  constitute  a  local  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VII 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  this  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote;  provided  such  amendment  or  alter- 
ation has  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  has  been  published  in 
the  church  paper  two  months  before  the  time  of  m<  eting. 
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
